The second edition of the Standard Bible dictionary, published by 
the Protestant Publishing company, will be ready before Christmas.

The first Christian Literature week will be observed in October, 
probably the second week, with special posters issued to each church 
encouraging the use of Christian books and magazines.

Ministers, church school superintender.ts and other laymen will mather 
to, study available Christian literature and methods cf using it. 
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
